SOVIET BRASS BEGS TITO'S PARDON 


In a voice that seemed unnecessarily loud con- 
sidering the ‘act that he had two microphones 
in front of him, the Communist party boss of 
the Soviet Lnion stood in a Belgrade airport 
last week and uttered one of the most abject 
apologies in contemporary history. 

Nikita Khrushchev, accompanied by Rus- 
sian Premier Nikolai Bulganin, had just gotten 
off a special lane from Moscow—looking, ca- 
bled Lire Correspondent James Bell, “like a 
samovar salesman arriving in Minsk for the an- 
nual convention.” Effusively he greeted Tito, 


the president of Yugoslavia, whom the lead- 
ers of his country in 1946 had expelled from 
the Cominform as “a fascist lunatic.” Quickly 
Khrushchev pulled a prepared speech from 
his pocket. 

“Dear Comrade Tito,” boomed Khrushchev, 
whose appearance at Belgrade gave the non- 
Soviet world a first good look at Russia’s new- 
est strong man, “we sincerely regret what hap- 
pened .... We ascribe the aggravations to 
the provocative role that Beria played... . 
We are ready to do everything necessary ...

[for] the consolidation of friendly relations.” 

Why did Khrushchev make this amazing pil- 
srimage and recantation? Wrote Correspond- 
ent Bell, “The Soviets wanted another move 
on the heels of the Austrian state treaty to con- 
vince the world they are sincere in desiring 
peace. They are also telling their satellites: 
under the new order, Communist parties will 
be considered equal.” 

When Khrushchev finished his speech and 
offered Tito the microphones, Tito shook his 
head. The Russians looked startled and shaken.

the visiting Russian statesmen wore ingralial- 
ing expressions. This was a meeting they had 
worked hard to arrange. Last year they had 
invited Tito to Moscow and at that time Tito 
had turned them down, Now the Russians were 
willing to meet Tito and on Tito’s terms, which 
apparently specified the exclusion of Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov. 

But bow and scrape as amiably as they 
might, the Russians could not submerge their 
basic conflicts with Tito. Khrushchev was 
trying to talk with Tito as one Communist to 
another, apparently in an attempt to get Yugo- 
slavia to join another Communist Internation- 
al. But Tito, aware that the West was watching 
him closely, wanted to talk as head of one state 
to another, trying to straighten out trade rela- 
Lions and rain the release of Yugoslavs held by 
the U.S.S.R.

Stunned rescuers help ruined Kansas town 


The first help did not get to Udall until an hour and a half after 
a tornado had devastated the little Kansas town. Then, as the 
rescuers went about in the rainy midnight, their faces betrayed 
the horror at what they saw. Pushing aside wreckage, picking 
up injured, tenderly cradling corpses in their arms, they moved 
as if ina daze. 

Nineteen tornados that day had raked a 200-mile-wide belt 
from the Texas panhandle through Oklahoma and into Kansas, 
and one of them, shrieking out of the wild night, had torn Udall 
(pop. 610) apart. A third of the townspeople had been injured 
and 73 of them were killed. Other places were badly hit. At 
Blackwell, Okla. 18 were killed and some 500 injured. Near San 
Angelo, Texas a twister high in the clouds dashed an Air Force 
B-36 bomber to the ground and its crew of 15 died. 

When the sun rose benignly, revealing the full measure of 
havoc shown on the next pages, the ravaged country counted 
the toll. The dead numbered 114, the injured more than 700,

HOW AND WHAT EDEN WON 


AND IN AMERICA... 


While the British have expressed their views 
in an election (see right), Americans have been 
at least hinting at their own state of mind via 
the opinion polls. A review of some recent 
Gallup Poll reports shows more parallels than 
differences. 

Like the British, the Americans are still 
shunning political extremes. Their approval of 
Eisenhower's performance has remained stead- 
ily high (68% last month), in part because 
more than half of the people (52%) prefer a 
“middle-of-the-road” policy to a move either 


to the left (19%) or to the right (17%). As far 


_ as the parties go, however, Democrats are still 
far more numerous than Republicans. If all 
eligible U.S. citizens were required to register 
their party allegiance anew, 54.3 million would 
call themselves Democrats as against only 34.3 
million Republicans. In short, the Republi- 
cans are quite right to pray for a second Eisen- 
hower candidacy in 1956. 

Congress, the polls reveal, is out of step 
with the people on several vital points. A 2-to-1 
majority of the people was against the recent 
raising of congressional salaries. A strong ma- 
jority favors universal military training (and 
has for over a decade). Four Americans out of 
five want statehood for Alaska and Hawaii. And 
two out of three (including a slight majority 
of union members) prefer a 40-hour to a 35- 
hour week, or say they do. As they have for 
20 years, a majority of the people still thinks 
the rich should pay less taxes than they actu- 
ally pay and even favor a 35% ceiling for the 
federal income tax! (Actual ceiling: 87%.) Of 
the 6.9 million Americans claiming to own 
stock, the great majority are Republicans, but 
nearly half could give no reason for the stock 
market boom, 

Americans are inclined to be more pessi- 
mistic about “peaceful coexistence’ than Brit- 
ons, according to Gallup, with Canadians some- 
where in between. But 58% of Americans ad- 
mire Sir Anthony Eden and 60% of those with 
opinions expected him to win his election. In 
a general popularity contest of world leaders, 
Eisenhower and Churchill are far ahead of the 
field. In that sense Americans are “conserva- 
tives.” But four out of 10 expect that men 
will visit the moon in rockets within 50 years, 
and 8% (7 million people) would like to go 
on the first trip. 


Like Caruso carrying a spear in Aida, Sir 
Winston Churchill’s role in last week’s Brit- 
ish election was merely to contest (and win) 
his old seat in Parliament as the Member for 
Woodford. It was Eden’s election, all right; 
yet Churchill, the world’s greatest Conserv- 
ative, can take a lot of bows for the Conserv- 
ative victory, which is of world significance. 

This was the first British election since 
1865 in which a government in power ac- 
tually increased its parliamentary majority 
(from 519 to 343 seats). In that respect it 
was as exceptional in British politics as were 
our own elections of 1934 and 1936, which 
disclosed the growing popularity of the New 
Deal. It showed that an intelligent, func- 
tioning conservatism can also win friends— 
or at any rate lose enemies. It was the first 
election since 1931 in which the Labor party 


failed to increase the size of its popular vote. — 


Large numbers of Lahorites discovered for 
the first time (as The Economist put it) that 
“they do not really believe that a Tory gov- 
ernment spells irremediable disaster for the 
working class.” They accordingly paid the 
Tories the highest compliment of which 
class-conscious Laborites are capable: they 
refrained from voting. 

Churchillian tactics were responsible, not 
only for the Tories’ shrewd timing of this 
election, but also for their smartest defensive 
maneuver. This was their espousal of the 
Big Four “summit” parley, which Churchill 
has been plugging for ever since May 1953. 
The parley became feasible enough to win 
Fisenhower’s endorsement just in time to 
stop the “competitive peacemongering”’ 
which would otherwise have favored the 
Socialists. With an actual parley in pros- 
pect, foreign policy was all but removed as 
an issue from the campaign, 

But that “summit” parley, however it 
turns out, is not likely to be the most en- 
during political monument to Churchill’s 
last years. It will rather be those 35 new Tory 
seats. lor they represent more than Labor 
apathy. They represent a new tide of affairs 
in the Western world. 


It took British Socialism about 50 years 
to amass the political experience, the legis- 
lative program and the class resentments 
that carried Labor into power in 1945 with a 
majority of 204 seats over the Tories. It 
took the Socialists less than six years to ex- 
haust this lead by enacting the practical half 
of their program and by demonstrating to 
thinking men (including their own) the un- 
wisdom of the other half, which stemmed 
from doctrinaire ideology or class envy. 

During. these six years Churchill's party 
gave the Socialists an opposition and itself 
an education. It reorganized its machinery 
and modernized its creed. It attracted youth 
and restored morale and hope to the British 
middle class. When the Conservative party 
returned to power in 1951], it was able (as 


its prewar ancestors were not) to govern 
with conviction and foresight. [ts program 
was not dramatic; as Clinton Rossiter puts 
it, “The Conservative mission is just that: 
a mission, not a crusade.”’ It was a mission 
to decontrol, to untax and to re-employ some 
powerful but neglected economic weapons: 
private incentives to increase Britain’s out- 
put, the price system to distribute it and a 
firmer hand on the money supply. The re- 
sults were quietly spectacular. For the past 
three and a half years, as Eden was able to 
boast, Britain has been “selling more, buy- 
ing more, saving more, exporting more and 
eating more than it has at any time in the 
history of the country.” 

The Tories have become Britain’s party of 
progress not by turning back the clock, but 
by reapplying neglected economic truths. 
They have shown that a responsible enter- 
prise system has as good a claim to be the 
“wave of the future” as a sodden Socialism 
ever did. One moral for Americans is obvi- 
ous: if the “modern conservatism” of the 
Kisenhower team continues to function as 
well as it has, it can look forward to com- 
parable success at the polls. But there is a 
larger moral than that. 


The Tory victory, by rebuking the Bev- 
anites, reinforces the cornerstone of Brit- 
ain’s foreign policy, which is the Anglo- 
American alliance. Whether it will embolden 
Kden’s support of U.S. policy in Asia re- 
mains to be seen. But in another important 
sector, the Tories have already shown them- 
selves at least as willing as we are to take 
new risks and prove old truths. 

This is the field of world economic pol- 
icy. In it Eden and Butler, like Eisenhower, 
are temperamentally liberals. They are thor- 
oughly aware that the removal of barriers is 
the sure and tested way to expand world 
trade and increase world wealth. Butler has 
already brought the pound to the thresh- 
old of full convertibility with the dollar. 
With the necessary encouragement he would 
probably like to bring it the rest of the way 
very soon (the Socialists would have moved 
in the opposite direction). Eisenhower's 
trade liberalization program, the essential 
counterpart of Butler’s, has also made fair 
progress so far. The Conservative victory 
should hasten these parallel developments 
on both sides of the Atlantic by reinforcing 
the confidence of our two governments in 
each other and in the tested truths of a free 
and predominantly private economic system 
which both profess. 

If these truths are boldly applied to world 
trade and investment, the possibilities for 
general economic expansion and prosperity 
are breathtaking. That is the horizon now 
opened to us by the Tory victory. Let us 
hope that both Eden and Eisenhower move 
toward it with the courage of a Churchill, 
who presided over the long transition.

This is the fourth in Lire’s series of works of art which 
U.S. museum directors have chosen as their own favorites 
in their museums. Jerry Bywaters, head of the Dallas Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, has selected the painting Fort Davis, 
which is the work of the 45-year-old Texas artist, William 
Lester. Mr. Bywaters writes: 


I guess it is not wholly unexpected that as a Texan 
I have chosen a Texas subject by a Texas painter. Fort 
Davis reflects my liking for the Big Bend area in Texas, 
which remains one of the few places in the country 


to which a man can retire for some quiet thinking. 

But in addition to satisfying such personal taste, 
this work seems to me a rich and knowing example 
of good contemporary American painting. Using a 
bone-dry paint effect befitting his subject, Lester has 
manipulated spaces, lines and angles into a tense design. 
Most of the color is like the arid earths in the Rio Grande 
Valley, with accents bright as bits of colored glass. 
The walls shimmer like mirages, which are the broken 
mirrors of the region. Lester has turned this old ruin 
into an intriguing organism with new vibrancy and life.

Converted gangster’s man uses his skills and story to save souls 


A film called Wiretapper, which will soon be 
released for the country's movie theaters, tells 
a lurid story: about an electronics expert who 
sells his services as a wiretapper to a big crime 
syndicate and is saved from his evil ways by 
the words of Evangelist Billy Graham. The 
melodramatic plot happens to be largely true, 
the story of a minister s son named Jim Vaus, 
whose skill at wiretapping was employed both 
by the Los Angeles police and by Gangster 
Mickey Cohen.

When Marvin Pulliam, a foreman at North American Aviation in Los 
Angeles, became paralyzed from the waist up with polio three years ago, 
his fellow employes decided to pool their technical skill and make him a 
mechanical arm. After nearly a year of studying anatomy and tinkering 
with toy models, a special task force of airplane designers and engineers 
put together a gleaming gadget with parts nearly as ingenious as those of 
the Sabre Jets the company manufactures. Called the Sabre Arm, the 
device is an elaborate structure of steel tubes and rubber hose which can 
lift Pulliam’s inert arm through nearly all the motions of a healthy limb. 
It is operated hydraulically by foot pedals since Pulliam’s only strength 
is in his legs.

RED AMATEURS ARE PROS 


For 56 Olympics, Soviets regiment sports as weapon of state 


by YURI A. RASTVOROV 


Former Soviet Secret Agent 


N the 17 months since my flight from the Russian intelligence 
service | have studied international sports with particular inter- 
est from the viewpoint of a fan and a former athlete in the Soviet 
Union. I was at once amazed by the gulf between the U.S. and Soviet 
attitudes toward sports. I believe that if Americans do not learn just 
how complete this difference is before next year’s Olympic games, 
they may be in for some rude shocks. Americans have to realize that 
such terms as “amateur” and “‘voluntary” are totally irrelevant in 
the U.S.S.R. Soviet teams are not “organized”; they are assembled 
as parts of a great state machine. Soviet teams do not “play” at 
their sports; they work at them. 
In the past two years the world has watched Soviet athletes make 
a stunning impact on international sports. Soviet teams and compet- 
itors have traveled to more than 15 countries, while from Moscow 
has come a lavish stream of invitations to foreign groups ranging

from a British soccer club to a Japanese wrestling team. Most of those 
who have accepted these Russian challenges have met crushing de- 
feats: in 1954, for instance, the Russians beat the Canadians at 
hockey, the British at soccer, the Norwegians at skating. Last July a 
crew of Soviet oarsmen carried away Britain’s Grand Challenge Cup 
at the Henley regatta. 

Soviet participation in such international competition has little to 
do with “coexistence,” certainly even less to do with recreation or 
sportsmanship for its own sake. The objective in this field was laid 
down in a 1948 decree, and it is exactly the same as in all others: 
“world supremacy.’ 

As a member of the Russian generation that grew up after the rev- 
olution and later as a member of the Soviet intelligence service, I 
had very full opportunities to observe the total regimentation of 
Soviet sports. As a youth I was trained in the military skills that

were compulsory “sports” Soeiemen’s for young Soviet citizens. 
As a young man I learned of the flagrant special privileges that are 
given Soviet sports stars, and later i in a Siberian prison colony | 
saw what happened to athletes who were suspected of abusing 
those privileges. I learned that no Soviet team is sent into foreign 
competition unless it is practically certain of winning, although 
this may involve bribing judges and referees. Finally as an espio- 
nage agent in Japan (Lire, Nov. 29, Dec. 6, Dec. 13. 1954) I saw 
hav the machinery of Soviet intelligence is constantly at work 
evaluating foreign athletic capabilities just as it evaluates foreign 
military capabilities. 

All Soviet sports activities are under the ae control of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party through the Committee 
of Sport of the Council of Ministers. Pressure from the top is con- 
stant. In 1948 the Politburo instantly removed Nicolai Romanoy as 
chairman of the Committee of Sport after an abrupt Party-line 
switch decreeing new emphasis on Western-style athletics. He was 
replaced by one Colonel General Apollonov, an MVD officer whose 
background for the job had been the command of the Border Guard 
Directorate. Presumably the Central Committee felt that this 
tough MVD soldier could be counted on to inculeate proper disci- 
pline in all lower echelons. 

Below the committee level are the great Soviet sports “clubs” 
or unions that actually operate the peculiar system of recruiting 
athletes and putting them on the equivalents of their payrolls. 
Soviet propaganda persistently shouts that “there are no profes- 
sional athletes in the U.S.S.R.” In the sense that no one can fill 
out an entry on a questionnaire with the words ‘ ‘Occupation: 
Athlete,” this is true. Each of the great clubs hires and retains 
promising players through its own unique system of coercions and 
rewards, The stars end up as full-time athletes, although each of 
them nominally carries on some other more mundane activity. 


Tough talent scouts 


HESE ostensible “jobs” as well as the recruiting methods and 
§ emoluments depend upon what branch of the Soviet state 
runs the athletic club. The most famous and powerful club, the 
Dynamo, with approximately 500,000 members in units that cover 
cities throughout the U.S.S.R., is the organization of the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs and Committee of State Security—the secret 
police. These groups have had first priority in reeruiting men for 
their services throughout the U.S.S.R., and the Dynamo has made 
full use of this in picking out athletes, who may be given officers’ 
commissions although they almost never appear in uniform. 

Because it has been almost impossible for'an athlete to turn 
down a bid to play for the secret police, the army-navy clubs, 
known as TsDSA (for Central House of the Soviet Army) usually 
have had to be content with second place as far as talent is

concerned. Like the secret services, though, they can offer com- 
fortable officers’ commissions. Two star TsDSA soccer players 
named Bobrov and Grinin held the rank of captain or major in the 
Soviet army when I last saw them play in 1950. 

The remaining big clubs are forced to offer more material induce- 
ments. The Spartak. which represents the state-owned commercial 
enterprises, trade unions and other government bureaus, is in an 
excellent position to dispense goods as well as money. The Torpedo 
team of the ZIS auto works makes it possible for players to own 
luxurious cars, thus conferring inestimable social prestige. The 
captain of the Torpedo soccer team is a Spaniard named Gomez 
who came to the U.S.S.R. during the Spanish civil war and is 
earried on the payroll as an “‘automotive engineer.” Soccer became 
such a preoccupation around the ZIS plant a few years ago that the 
manager had to be fired, one of the reasons reportedly being be- 
cause he was giving so much time to his soccer team and so little 
to his assembly lines. 

In the manager's case this was a mistake, but the individual 
player is just as much of a full-time athlete as any member of an 
American big league baseball team. His rewards are comparably 
handsome. A viernes of the winning team in the Soviet equivalent 
of the World Series—the All-Union Soccer Championship—re- 
ceives a bonus of 5,000 rubles ($1,250) and a share of the gate 
receipts. The player who has received the coveted title of Master of 
Sport and the handsome medal that goes with it receives a special 
monthly check. Should he be picked as the outstanding player of 
the year in his sport, he will get about 2,000 rubles more a month. 
Should he be rated among the top LO players in his field, he will get 
perhaps 800 or 1,000 rubles. All of this, plus his pay from the job 


he nominally holds, enables him to live as well as a top bureaucrat. 


Secret carrots, public sticks 


LTHOUGH these facts are well known to most Soviet citizens, 

for purposes of outside consumption the government still 

attempts to keep the payments secret. A top-ranking woman tennis 

player once told me that when she stopped by to pick up her 

monthly check she and her fellow athletes were required to sign a 

paper that threatened prosecution and punishment should they 
reveal this income. 

Should a player’s performance fall off in a crucial game, should 
he fail to absorb the indoctrination that is given him constantly by 
the team’s party organizer, should he even fall open to charges of 
“conceit,” disgrace and punishment are swift and spectacular. He 
is considered guilty of antistate activity. 

Yuri Tukalov, the young single-sculls champion who blemished 
the Soviet rowing triumph at Henley by letting himself be beaten 
by a Yugoslav, was assailed in the press for his: ‘spoiled attitude, 
weak will and lack of perseverance.”

[ watched the first game of the series. Our players as well as the 
spectators were considerably puzzled by the courteous Hungarians, 
one of whom, after accidentally shoving a Soviet player, apologized 
and extended his hand—which was ienored. The Hungarians’ soccer 
tactics baffled our men even more and our “‘typical amateurs” lost 
the game. 

Afterward I met the wife of a sports official who knew General 
Apollonov, then serving as chairman of the Committee of Sport. 
According to her he turned progressively more pale as the game 
went on, and when it became clear that his Torpedos couldn't win, 
he walked out of the stadium. For the next couple of days he took 
to his bed. 

Steps were immediately taken to make up for the defeat. Another 
team, made up of a whole new set of stars, was hastily assembled 
to meet the Hungarians under the Dynamo banner. At the second 
game, which | also watched, the Hungarians inexplicably failed to 
put in their own top star and generally played terrible soccer. The 
resulting Soviet victory was not only hailed wildly in the Moscow 
press but was made the subject of a full. length motion picture, 
which contained no mention of the Torpedos’ earlier defeat. 

Occasionally the spectators as well as the opposing teams get 
out of hand—incidents that are also unreported. In 1947 there 
was a championship play-off between the armed forces’ TsDSA 
team and the Dynamos. As usual, public sentiment was against 
the Dynamos because of their secret police connection and as 
usual the lowest two or three rows in the stands were completely 
filled with MVD Internal Troops and policemen to keep the 80,000 
spectators from getting out of hand. As the close game went on, 
the crowd became increasingly tense. After the TsDSA had scored 
its final winning point the spectators swarmed onto the field, 
shoving aside the cordon of guards. Several policemen who tried 
to stop the stampede were mauled, to the general satisfaction of 
the crowd. At the next game in the series many more seats were 
oceupied by Internal Troops. 


The vicissitudes of Vasily 


UCH fracases seldom become so violent, but they are not un- 
common at Soviet sporting events, which provide one of the 
few outlets for popular emotions. Another one that I recall took 
place at a hockey game during the brief sports promotion career 
of Vasily Stalin, son of the then dictator. About 1948 Vasily 


decided that his position as an air force general did not of itself 


give him enough prestige, so he decided to dip a finger into Soviet 
sports. He went about this in a completely straightforward way, 
browbeating sports officials by invoking his father’s name and 
bribing all good players he could lay his hands on. Among the 
sports “his new air force club became interested in was hockey, 
which has become increasingly popular in the U.S.S.R. since 
the war. For his hockey team he stole two Spartak stars named

With the Nazi invasion almost all sports activities came to an 


abrupt halt, but in 1943 those useful in military training were re- 


vived and stressed harder than ever. One young man | knew, who 
had to spend almost all of his time at the sedentary occupation of 
studying foreign languages, was forced to take part in a cross- 
country skiing competition. At the finish line he dropped dead of 
exhaustion. A few such incidents brought a little moderation into 
the program. 

After the war the emphasis on sports, especially those having 
military usefulness, was stepped up among the young by means of 
a whole new series of awards for every conceivable specialty. My 
only advanced award was the GTO second-degree certificate, which 
I won as a tennis player but which can also be purchased for 30 or 
40 rubles from clerical employes in the offices of the Committee of 
Sport in almost any part of the Soviet Union. 

As a member of the MVD [ played tennis on the Dynamo’s 
splendid indoor courts in Moscow. Had | been a star player the Dy- 
namo club would no doubt have seen to it that I got some sort 
of sinecure so that I could devote my full time to the game. 

Soviet tennis has advanced hardly at all since the days in the 
late 1930s when the great Frenchman Henri Cochet was brought 
over to teach and publicize the game. As the purges of the period 
gained in ferocity, Cochet was presently accused of being a French 
intelligence agent and deported. Several of the Russians closest 
to him were convicted of espionage and liquidated. Today Cochet’s 
surviving pupils, most of them in their 40s, still form the elite 
of Soviet tennis, which is played mostly among the upper level of 
the Red hierarchy in the few large cities that have decent courts. 
Soviet tennis equipment is scarce and far from first rate, and that 
from abroad, especially from Czechoslovakia, is in great demand. 

After I fled the Soviet world the sports bureaucrats in Moscow 
announced that they had found a way of getting around all this by 
means of what they call malyy tennis (little tennis). Malyy tennis

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somewhat like ping-pong paddles and old worn-out tennis balls. 
The bulletin describing this supposed means of mass-producing 
Davis Cup material asserted: 

“Tt is true that tennis is a complicated sport form, but can 
we Soviet athletes use this as a justification for our lagging be- 
hind? It is not in the nature of the Soviet people to fear diff- 
culties or to shrink before them. It is on this foundation that 
in our country we decide to surmount difficulties and to attain 
more new successes.” 

Ludicrous as all this may seem, it typifies the present Soviet 
attitude toward sports, in which any means, however farfetched, 
devious or plain dishonest, is used toward the end of “world su- 
premacy.” Victory in next year’s Olympics will mark the realiza- 
tion of that aim for the present. 

As one who watched the Soviet preparations for the 1952 Olym- 
pics, I can assure you that not only the full resources of the great 
Soviet athletic training and recruiting system but also the full re- 
sources of the U.S.S.R.’s foreign intelligence system are now at 
work, and have been at work since 1952, to assure Soviet victory. 

In the spring of 1952 our intelligence office in Tokyo received 
instructions from Moscow to collect all possible information on 
the strengths and weaknesses of local teams and athletes, and to 
“report on the honesty and quality of the managers, coaches and 
trainers of nationally known sports teams.” 

The implications of this last instruction were obvious. In 1948 
I had a conversation with the coach of the Dynamo basketball 
team in which he admitted that the buying of foreign officials and 
judges was a routine part of Soviet sport strategy. 

Spotting potentially corruptible officials is one of the jobs of 
the Committee of Sport’s foreign section, which receives and 
evaluates all conceivably useful information on all athletic activi- 
ties in every part of the world. If it discovers that a noted for- 
eign team is having a rather weak season, it will suggest a chal- 
lenge to that team by a Soviet group with an almost sure chance 
of winning. If it discovers that a particular foreign country is 
getting ahead of the Soviet Union in a particular branch of 
sport, it recommends an intensive Soviet buildup in that branch. 
Finally it maintains complete control over the activities of Soviet 
athletes abroad, watching them for possible defections and giv- 
ing them instructions for intelligence activities of their own 
among foreign athletes. 

Between now and the 1956 Olympics we may expect to see 
more and more Soviet teams abroad winning more and more vic- 
tories in such sports as skiing, gymnastics, marksmanship and 
track. We may expect to see Soviet athletes set new records as 
they have already set them in many sports. These same teams of 
rigidly controlled and highly paid “amateurs” will then appear 
at the Olympics. 

At the 1952 Olympics the U.S. eked out a victory over the Soviet 
Union by 80) points. So unwilling to admit defeat was the Com- 
mittee of Sport that a few days after the games closed, it issued an 
amazing pronouncement that “according to checked data,” U.S. 
teams gained the same number of points as the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet press immediately took up this line, explaining the 
discrepancy by charging that the officials at the games had been 
“Wall Street capitalists’ hirelings” and “filthy businessmen” who 
had deprived Soviet teams of honestly won victories. 

Next year the Soviets are determined not to have to employ 
such sophistry.

along the Loire

The influence of the Renaissance came late 
to France, almost 100 years after the begin- 
nings in Italy. But when it came it domi- 
dated one of history’s biggest castle-building 
booms. In the Loire valley, the white-rocked 
hillsides and flowered plains blossomed with 
sraceful domes and soaring spires. Tourists, 
who come in summer from all parts of the 
world, find along the river a cluster of great 
chateaux—some 60 in the 180-mile stretch 
from Orléans to Angers—where once the no- 
bles of France lived in magnificence. 

It was an outbursting epoch. A hundred 
years of war with Britain and Burgundy had 
come to a close and the nation turned avidly 
to living. The three great kings and palace 
builders of the time, Louis XII, Francois I 
and Henri II, occasionally hurled armies 
into Italy but they came reeling back burst- 
ing with new ideas for more Renaissance 
castles. These were no longer walled for- 
tresses encasing a medieval lord. They were 
open palaces fit for the kings and nobles of 
France and their elegant ladies to act out 
historic roles in state ceremonial and, not 
infrequently, bedroom farce. 

Leonardo da Vinci and Benvenuto Cellini 
labored to decorate the chateaux and the 
dwellers lived grandly. When Frangois I en- 
tertained his onetime jailer, the Holy Roman 
Emperor, at Chambord, he turned out the 
ladies of his court in diaphanous drapery 
and all but ruined the stomach of the Habs- 
burg with fine French wines and cheeses. In 
times to come these buildings fell on evil 
fortune. Some became state prisons, many in 
recent years were restored to their original 
grandeur as national treasures. Today they 
are the stages on which the F rench rov- 
ernment with the aid of floodlights (left) 
and Europe’s soft summer duske: and sun- 
shine (following pages) presents a dramatic 
daylong pageant of its own glorious history.

At the local supermarket, in the Bronx, the clucking 
neighbors remind the bride’s mother 
that a hasty marriage suggests the girl 
may be in trouble. At a grim conclave 
of new in-laws, the bridegroom's fa- 
ther recounts the splendors of his two 
daughters’ weddings and shames the 
bride’s mother into resolving that her 
girl will have a big catered wedding. 

Chayefsky works in small dimen- 
sions, chronicling minor events. His 
characters explain themselves in halt- 
ing banal speech that rings with truth, 
He cuts fast and deep into their mo- 
tives, seldom depending on a plot to 
keep up interest. In The Catered A ffair

THE GREAT KOMODO DRAGO 


The world’s largest lizard, nine feet long, takes up residence in the Bronx Zoo 


The artists who for centuries painted malevolent fire-breathing dragons 
based the fanciful creatures on innocuous snakes and lizards, never sus- 
pecting that something resembling their creations actually lived. But in 
1912 a Dutch naturalist explored the tiny island of Komodo in [ndo- 
nesia and found it inhabited by carnivorous nine-foot lizards, almost the 
image of the monsters of mythology. The Komodo dragons, remote rela- 
tives of the huge ocean-going mosasaurs of 50 million years ago, stalk 


among the island’s rocks in search of food, sometimes lie along animal 
trails waiting for wild hogs or deer, When prey approaches, they rush out 
with surprising speed to seize it with their backward-curving teeth. 

For years no Komodo has been seen outside of Indonesia. But last 
week, after a 10,000-mile flight, two of them arrived at New York’s Bronx 
Zoo, Now on display in the new reptile house, the rare Komodos are 
providing most visitors with their first look at the largest lizards on earth.

A NEW SOVIET AIR FORCE THREAT 


With the whooshing suddenness of a low-passing jet a troubling set of 
questions engulfed military and political Washington: has Russia equaled 
the U.S. in modern air might? Are the Russians in full production of 
intercontinental bombers? Are they already producing supersonic fghter- 
interceptors, better than any we have ready for action, and seriously 
working on radical new types like the double-delta shown above? 

The questions were raised when Western observers sighted modern 
jets flying over Moscow in a display obviously intended to alert the West 
to the new Soviet strength. No absolute answers to the controversial 


questions are available but here. based on what observers have been see- 
ing, is an informed look at the latest in Soviet combat craft. Artist John 
T. McCoy's drawings on these pages were prepared from analyses of 
available information made by Design Engineer Thomas Turner. 

As of this year, authorities seem agreed that the U.S. has greater air- 
power, particularly in strategic bombers. President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary Charles Wilson went on record to this vital point. However, the 
Soviet challenge was not ignored—the Air Force suddenly and significant- 
ly announced a speed-up of long-range bomber and fighter production.

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TWO STARTLING SOVIET BOMBERS 


The most disquieting planes sighted over Moscow were the two long- 
range bombers above. Prototypes of the T-37 Bison and T-39 Badger, 
as NATO labeled them, had been seen before, But now the number in- 
dicated Russia was putting increased emphasis on their production. 
A study of externals as shown in these silhouettes put the Bison in 
a class with the U.S. B-52 Stratofortress and the Badger with the B-47 
Stratojet. But the Bison has four engines to the Stratofortress’ eight, 
while the Badger has two to the Stratojet’s six, The difference is im- 
portant. Huge 6-foot air intakes and extraordinarily thick nacelles 
indicated the Russians have developed and are producing a powerful 
new jet engine (opposite), which with afterburner is capable of at 
least 50% more thrust than any now in standard use in the U.S. 
Performance estimates give the Bison a 690-mph speed and 6,000- 
mile range with 20,000-pound bomb load. sufficient for a hydrogen 
bomb. The Badger has about the same speed and a range of 3,000 miles 
with the same bomb load. Both bombers have manned tail-zun posi- 
tions, indicating that in this detail Russia lags behind the U.S. whose 
strategic bombers are protected by electronically aimed and fired guns,

Red Air Force continues 


THREE IMPRESSIVE CONTENDERS 
FOR SOVIETS GROWING AIR ARM 


The final significance of the Moscow air show was not, as some observers 
feared, that Russia had outstripped the U.S. but that she had come so 
close so quickly. Throughout World War IT, Russia’s air force was most- 
ly a tactical appendage of the Red army. Only when the atomic age broke 
in 1945 did Stalin order his air force ‘revamped along U.S. strategic air 
force lines, with intercontinental bombers capable eB carrying atomic 
weapons. The late start has led the West consistently to underrate Rus- 
sia’s design and production capabilities. It can no longer do so. 

The big surprise of the air display was the appearance ofe great numbers 
of supersonic day fighters (left). If early comparisons between this and 
the new U.S. F-104 are accurate, the Soviets have made a notable ad- 
vance in their fighter force. It will be many months before the U.S. 
can fly as many F-104s. 

The numbers of planes the Russians displayed indicated that each 
type—both of bombers and fighters—had been in production at least two 
years. This means they will now be available in ever-increasing numbers. 
Estimates are that the Russians now have 20 Bisons, not as many as the 
U.S. has B-52s. The Badgers which have been produced fell far short of 
the 1,500 B-47s the U.S. now has. But Russia’s production rate is nar- 
rowing this gap. What other planes the Soviets have is not known, but 
there have been some surprising intimations (below). 

Though the Soviet and satellite air forces are believed to muster be- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 planes, only 25,000 are what the Russians would 
themselves designate as first-line craft. This first-line force is believed to 
include some 13.300 MiG fighters, two thirds of them MiG-15s, which 
fared poorly against U.S. opposition in Korea, and the rest MiG-17s, prob- 
ably better but never combat tried. Evidently moving fast to repair its 
weaknesses, the Red air force offers the West little room for complacency.

CLOSE-UP 


-STYLE BOSS 


By talking good government and electing handpicked candidates, Carmine De Sapio 


has skyrocketed from a bankrupt Tammany Hall to the threshold of national power 


by CAMERON HAWLEY 


The skillful delineation of human motivations in the world of big busi- 
ness which made Cameron Hawley’s Executive Suite so successful a 
novel is turned in this close-up to the world of big politics. Mr. Hawley 
spent days watching political boss Carmine De Sapio at work and inter- 
viewed dozens of his supporters and enemies before writing this personal 
interpretation of the “‘miracle man of practical politics.”’ Next month LIFE 
readers will be the first to see highlights from Mr. Hawley’s forthcom- 
ing novel about a “big capital-gains operator” in business, Cash McCall. 


NE of the most revealing vantage points on the current politi- 

cal scene is a park bench under the big sycamore tree at the 

southwest corner of Washington Square in New York City. Arrive 

early—not later than 7:30 a.m.—and settle down with a sharp eye 
on the entrance of the apartment house across the street. 

A taxicab pulls up. A man gets out. You catch a glimpse of a famous 
face, A few minutes later it is a limousine with the low-numbered 
license plate of a high-ranking politician from a nearby state. The 
morning parade is on. In the next two hours you will see at least a 
half-dozen newsworthy men arrive at 37 Washington Square West, 
plus as many more who are intriguingly anonymous. All follow the 
same behavior pattern: the expression of intense antic ipation, the 
hurried walk toward the apartment house, the obvious anxiety not 
to miss even a few precious seconds of their appointment with the 
man in Apartment 16C—a man named Carmine De Sapio. 

Many of these men who come to De Sapio today are men whose outer 
offices he could not have penetrated two years ago. Then he was a 
relatively obscure New York City politician. Today he holds a posi- 
tion of almost unmatched power and influence in the national Demo- 
cratic party. 

The basis of his current ranking is arithmetically simple. At the 
Chicago convention in 1956, nearly 100 of the 600-plus votes required 
to gain the Democratic nomination for Pres- 
ident of the United States will be in the 
New York State delegation, most of them in 
Carmine De Sapio’s well-tailored pocket. In 
November, if the Democratic nominee can 
win in New York State he will have 45 of the 
266 electoral college votes needed for elec- 
tion. Politicians operating on the national 
level know that with only two exceptions in 
the last 75 years, the man who carried New 
York landed in the White House, 

But many of the out-of-towners who come 
to see De Sapio these days have another in- 
terest—and often, to them, it is an even 
more important one. He is the miracle man 
of modern politics and they are looking for 
the secret of his magic. The miracle is the 
resurrection and restoration to high power 
of Tammany, the most thoroughly maligned 
political organization in American history 
and, until two years ago, the most thoroughly 
beaten down. The nation is full of worn-out 
old political machines, many already tossed 
on the scrap heap, others wheezing along in 
the last stages of obsolescence. The ques- 
tion that intrigues many of De Sapio’s visi- 
tors is whether or not they can go back home 
and do what he has done. 

With the passing of the Kelly-Hague- 


who campaigns on an antiboss and antimachine platform but who, 
as soon as he is in office, proceeds to use the full power and patronage 
at his command to build a one-man machine that any of the old politi- 
cal warlords might well have envied. Carmine De Sapio is almost unique, 
for this day and age, in that he has become a really bigtime boss 
through political leadership alone and not as an elected officeholder, 

He elevated himself to this high place with two linked accomplish- 
ments: major responsibility for the election of Robert F. Wagner Jr, 
as mayor of New York in 1953 and, a year later, the election of Averell 
Harriman as governor of the state. These are usually accepted as the 
second and third most important elective posts in the U.S, 

It has been more than a quarter of a century since Tammany has 
won the double vietory of getting its own men in both Albany and 
City Hall. In the interim it had fallen to such a low estate that it had 
been practically written off as a closed chapter in political history. In 
a skyrocket rise Carmine De Sapio has brought it back to a height that 
matches its past peaks of achiev ement—and i in the course of doing so 
has made himself more powerful than any boss Tammany has ever had. 
How? What really happened? Does this represent something new and 
significant? Oris it, as De Sapio’ s detractors claim, nothing more thana 
fantastic combination of luck and coincidental circumstances? 


Not everything is for the public eye 


FE will not find the answer in Washington Square. From that 

ark bench vantage point, he seems suspiciously like a carbon 

copy of the oldtime political boss, hatching nefarious schemes 

behind the closed door of a secret hideaway, pulling the hidden 

strings that operate his puppets, It is quite true that all that hap- 

pens in Apartment 16C is not for the public eye and ear, but that, 
most definitely, is not the essence of our man. 

We learn more when we meet De Sapio 
himself and, with anything like a reasonable 
justification, that is not too difficult. In the 
first of many sharp contrasts with the old 
bosses, he is readily accessible to the press. 

His wife Theresa, attractive and gracious, 
acting as his early morning hostess and 
appointment secretary, admits us to the 
modest four-room apartment. Through the 
open kitchen door we catch a glimpse of 
their daughter Geraldine fixing herself a 
quick breakfast snack. The living room is a 
bit overcrowded with furniture and pictures 
—Grand Rapids with Italo-American over- 
tones—pleasantly homelike, solidly middle 
class, reverently Roman Catholic, 

Carmine De Sapio enters. His dark glasses 
are as much a trademark—and a carica- 
turist’s handhold—as the brown derby of 
Al Smith or the jauntily angled cigaret hold- 
er of Franklin D. Roosevelt. But they are 
no celebrity’ s affectation. He suffers from 
chronic iritis. Apologizing for still being in 
his pajamas and dressing robe, he explains 
that the morning’s pressure has been so 
great that he has not had time to dress, an 
excuse sustained by what we have seen from 
the park bench. 


Your first impression marks him as a strik-

ingly handsome man, more so than photo- 
eraphs lead you to expect.

But his manner is easy, eliminating any need for the verbal fencing 
of a getting-acquainted preliminary. He wastes no words on point- 
less pleasantries, a surprise after all the stories you have heard 
about his reputed ability to charm everyone he meets. There is no 
discernible attempt to make any personal impression other than 
that of a sincerely earnest man—which is, of course, precisely the 
impression he most wants to make. 

Answers to your questions are snapped back without hesitation, 
sometimes with a pat phrase too obviously lifted from his speeches, 
but rarely with the dissembling ambiguity so highly prized in polit- 
ical circles. He is amazingly perceptive, picking up every hint and 
innuendo in your voice. He talks well and forcibly, his speech 
faintly but recognizably flavored with the accent of the New York 
streets, now and then with an eighth-note’s hesitation that betrays 
the largely self-taught man’s caution about grammar or the pre- 
cisely correct use of a multisyllabic word. 

His poise is almost unshakable, even when you whip out a 
brashly impertinent accusation. Instead of stiffening or flashing 
back, his voice softens and he asks politely, “May I give you my 
position su that you can consider both sides before you make up 
your own mind?” He is at his best when he is under fire. No skill 
that he possesses is greater than his ability to disarm his critics 
in a face-to-face combat. Many of his most ardent followers have 
been won in that fashion, 

No one would classify Carmine De Sapio in the egghead faction 
of the Democratic party. He has little taste for intellectual specu- 
lation. When you ask him a question about policy or principle, he 
almost invariably replies in terms of some pertinent case. His 
mental processes follow the dictates of instinct and experience, 
not a pattern prescribed by rules and principles. In that regard he 
is not unlike many a successful businessman who would find 
himself totally lost in a graduate seminar on economics, but whose 
day by day actions are the raw materials from which the academi- 
cians compound their theories. 

Personally, I found De Sapio a refreshing change from the com- 
monly encountered party leader who cringes if you call him a 
“politician” and goes into a state threatening apoplexy if you dare 
to suggest that he is a “‘boss”’ and his organization a “machine.” 
Carmine De Sapio sees no reason why the practice of politics 
should not be regarded as an important profession and deserving 
of as much respect as the elected officials whom the politicians 
place in office. 

Being much more a man of deeds than words, Carmine De Sapio 
reveals himself most clearly when you observe him in action, an

assignment that calls for long hours and considerable stamina. 
These two hours of rapid-fire appointments have been only a warm- 
up for his 18-hour day. 

Midforenoon, impeccably but conservatively dressed, he leaves 
Washington Square for 331 Madison Avenue and the suite of 
offices that are the headquarters of the Democratic Committee of 
the County of New York—for which “Tammany Hall” is the com- 
mon nickname—or for another of his five operating headquarters, 
an office in the Hotel Biltmore suite occupied by the Democratic 
State Committee. Wherever he goes, the grapevine has spread the 
word and there are people waiting to see him. Every corridor is 
a gauntlet to be run. 

No assemblage of factual evidence could possibly offer as telling 
evidence of Carmine De Sapio’s enormous power as the faces of 
those men who wait, often for hours, for the chance to see him 
and to be seen by him. In those faces you read hope, fear, anxiety, 
greed, the lust for power and position, the hunger for all the 
rewards and favors that can be bestowed by the man who is not 
only the boss of Tammany Hall but also the Democratic leader of 
all New York City and, ‘additionally, the unofficial but openly 
acknowl edged head of the political party that governs the state. 

Waiting i in the anteroom as we waited earlics on the park bench, 
it is again easy to fit Carmine De Sapio into the traditional role 
of the oldtime political boss as, one alter another, we see his 
henchmen hurry in for their appointed minutes in the great man’s 
presence. 

Then, suddenly, Carmine De Sapio breaks out of the pattern. 
The ticued door opens and he is off to make a speech before some 
big civic luncheon, the first of a dozen or more public appearances 
that he crams into the almost incredibly congested schedule of a 
typical working day. There is usually at least one radio or television 
appearance, more meetin ps in the after noon, almost cer tainly a big 
public dinner that will give him a chance to talk to the membership 
of some large organization, then on to one or more evening social 
affairs. On one recent night he made five personal appearances 
after dinner, ending at |: 15 a.m. when he was overheard telling an 
anxious aide that if anyone wanted to see him he’d be at Grand 
Central Station before 7 a.m., taking the early train to Albany. 

This goes on day after day, week after week, right through a 
vacationless year, a punishing schedule made all the more arduous 
because the two things that most painfully torture his eyes are 
bright lights and smoke-filled rooms, both inescapable in this kind 
of life. But he drives ahead, certain that only by meeting the 
public face to face can he gain acceptance for the sincerity af his

Correspondents recently returned from behind the Iron 
Curtain report that state-produced Soviet gasoline costs about 
© times as much as U.S. gasoline. 
What’s more, even at these high prices, the gasoline is scarce 
and so poor in quality that car engines knock constantly. 
“Service” stations are few and far between. In Moscow there 
are only 5, Even on the newest Soviet highways they are 70 to 
100 miles apart. And service, in the American sense, just does 
not exist at these stations.

In the beginning these De Sapio speeches did not bother the 
old Tammanyites too much. They sounded pleasantly high-minded 
and, as the oldtimers well knew, the public was safely handcuffed 
against unseemly interference. District leaders were not directly 
elected by the enrolled party members but were appointed by a 
slate of committeemen placed on the ballot by the inner clique 
at the Hall. A devious and impenetrably complicated election pro- 
cedure made it next to impossible for an opposition slate to 
appear, let alone win. 

But to the horror of the hard-bitten, Carmine De Sapio pressed 
an enabling act through the state legislature and followed this up 
a little over a week ago by having the Tammany executive com- 
mittee decree that, henceforth, all Manhattan district leaders will 
be directly elected with their own names appearing on the ballots. 
Also the way was cleared for opposition candidates to stand for 
election more easily.

hen skeptics cannot quite believe that such a patently high- 
minded approach can be made compatible with a continuously 
powerful political machine, De Sapio asks disarmingly, “Do you 
ever hear of a party organization losing power because it won an 
election—and how can we lose if we give the public what it wants?” 

De Sapio’s ideas might well be regarded within ‘Tammany Hall 
as the dreams of an impractical idealist were it not for the denying 
evidence of his background and experience. The general attitude 
of the old hands was fairly well expressed by a Third Avenue 
saloonkeeper who said, “The reason you can’t help but respect 
Carmine is that you know he’s no do-gooder. He’s been in Tam- 
many since he was in short pants and believe me, brother, he 
didn’t get drug through that mess without getting himself edu- 
cated in the facts of life.”’ 

Undeniably, Carmine De Sapio is well educated in practical 
politics. His schooling started when he was still in knickerbockers, 
hanging around a Tammany club that was the civic and social 
center of the lower Manhattan neighborhood where the De Sapios 
lived. But young Carmine was no dead-end kid from the streets of 
New York. His father was a moderately prosperous businessman 
and sent his son to Fordham Prep and then on to St. John’s Col- 
lege of Fordham University. The boy’s goal was the law, a profes- 
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Within two years the Tammany that had so intriguingly attracted

investigation. Judge Seabury uncovered graft, corruption and 
malfeasance in the city administration. Catastrophe followed dis- 
grace. Fiorello LaGuardia was elected as a reform mayor and 
shut off the flow of City Hall patronage that had been Tammany’ 5 
lifeblood. Even more fundamentally destructive was the New Deal 
program of relief agencies, social security, unemployment com- 
pensation and similar activities, all of which combined to elimi- 
nate Tammany’s historic function as a welfare organization doling 
out aid in return for votes. This would not have been such a 
damaging blow if Tammany had not cut itself off from the multi- 
million-dollar flood of federal money by having suicidally opposed 
both Franklin D. Roosevelt for President and Herbert Lehman 
for governor. Thus Roosevelt and Lehman were both given the 
chance—which they accepted with alacrity—to disavow any as- 
sociation with the thoroughly discredited Tammany Hall gang. 
In effect, the organization was read out of the party. 

It is dificult to explain why Carmine De Sapio did not desert 
the all but sunken ship. The fact that he did not reflects a stubborn 
patience that is an important part of his character. For his first 
10 years in politics, he grubbed along at the clubhouse level, 
getting nowhere. But as he watched the progressive deterioration 
of Tammany, he learned one lesson well: the terrible price that 
a political organization must pay for allowing the intrusion of 
corruption. That experience is basic to one of his strongest 
convictions: Tammany must be kept free from graft. The favt 
that this is less the judgment of a moralist than a practical pol- 
itician in no way detracts from his grimly earnest efforts to 
permit nothing to happen that will destroy public confidence in 
the new Tammany. 

In 1939 Carmine De Sapio finally emerged in a role that is highly 
significant in any study of his character: he became an open in- 
surgent against the entrenched power of old Tammany. Opposing 
Dan Finn, the leader whose “heeler’’ he had been ever since his 
entry into politics, he ran for district leader and a seat on Tam- 
many’s executive committee. The election demonstrated. his ca- 
pacity for friendmaking. He won. Then the blow fell. He was re-

fused his seat and branded with Tammany’s most polite but | 


bitterly effective opprobrium—he was “unacceptable.” An old- 
timer, after a triple assurance that [ would carry the secret of his 
name to my grave, finally added the explanation, “The boys said 
he was nothing but a Wop who was getting too big for his britches 
and it was about time we taught him a lesson.” 

If De Sapio needed the lesson—which is doubtful—that the 
Italians were then regarded as inferior citizens by the Hibernian 
hierarchy of the old Tammany, he learned it well. Fair political 
representation for the so-called “minority groups” is a corner- 
stone of the organization that he is attempting to build. It is not 
an easy task. There is no knottier problem in New York politics

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than the political integration of the ever-growing Negro and Puerto 
Rican population. 

But it was more than the Irish solidarity of the old Tammany 
that blocked the intrusion of the Italian Carmine De Sapio. He 
was an insurgent and that was not to be tolerated. Somehow he 
managed to run again for district leader in 1941, was again 
elected and was again refused his seat. Still he persisted. Finally, 
in 1943, he succeeded in getting on the executive committee. But 
it seemed the hollowest of hollow victories. A decade of La- 
Guardia had dried up even the trickle of court patronage that 
came from Tammany-appointed judges. Furthermore, LaGuardia’s 
administration, probably the best in the city’s history, offered 
few if any possibilities for a political overthrow. 

LaGuardia eventually eliminated himself by retiring, and a 
mayor with a Democratic label, William O’Dwyer, finally regained 
City Hall. The Tammany-O’ Dwyer relationship was a strange one. 
At the same time that the mayor was denouncing Tammany, which 
he did upon occasion with considerable vehemence, he was trying 
to take over control of the organization for himself, working 
through an inside clique of district leaders and attempting to 
starve out all others by withholding city patronage. O’Dwyer 
was plainly out to build his own personal machine, The principal 
stumbling block was a group on the executive committee that 
stubbornly resisted all the mayor's blandishments and threats. 
Its leader was Carmine De Sapio. 

Although De Sapio could not muster enough support to gain 
control, he did manage to secure a post as Commissioner of 
Elections. The $12,000 annual salary was a plum by political 
standards but De Sapio, had he been willing to desert the political 
arena, could have made double or triple that amount in business. 
The president of a men’s-wear concern that once tried to hire 
him says that he would have made one of “the greatest general 
sales managers in industry ... if he’d had sense enough to get 
out of politics.” It is a believable judgment. 

Finally, on July 20, 1949, Carmine De Sapio was elected leader 
of the Democratic organization of New York County. He was only 
4], the youngest boss in Tammany’s history, but he had already 
had more than 20 years of intense political training. 

How De Sapio managed to rise to the leadership over his inner 
chamber opposition 1s ihe subject of conflicting stories. The one 
that makes the most sense, particularly in view of the way that it 
fits into the developing pattern that was later to propel him upward 
with such seemingly explosive suddenness, is that Ed Flynn’s 

cagy old hands were pulling the strings. As boss of the Bronx. 
Flynn was theoretically out of his territory in Manhattan but he 
was a Democratic national committeeman with power that spread 
over New York City and beyond. De Sapio says that he had no close 
relationship with Flynn until after he became the leader of Tam- 
many, but several witnesses testify that Flynn’s eye had been 
caught by the energetic De Sapio and, according to those same

odor that he did not like, a stench that the public was not to smell 
until the Kefauver investigation came along. 

Timing is the essence of politics and Ed Flynn was a master 
politician. When the time was ripe, he moved Washington-ward 
for a little chat with Harry 5. Truman. William O’Dwyer was 
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LOW POINT OF CAREER came in 1950 when De Sapio backed Pecora 
(standing) for mayor. He was beaten by maverick Democrat Impellitteri. 
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named ambassador to Mexico. The timing was calculatedly perfect, 
forcing a special mayoralty election that Flynn thought would 
draw out the New York City Democratic vote by which he hoped 
to elect one of his long-time lieutenants, Walter A. Lynch, as 
governor. O’Dwyer’s s resignation came on Sept. 2, after the August 
primaries and with so little time remaining before the Sept. 9 dead- 
line on party nominations that no one could upset Flynn’s care- 
fully laid plan to give the Democratic mayoralty nomination to 
Judge Ferdinand Pecora. It was'a beautiful example of backroom 
tactics. There was only one flaw—it failed. Vincent Impellitteri 
bolted the Democratic party, ran as an independent candidate for 
mayor and scored a smashing victory. De Sapio, as Flynn’s collab- 
orator, bore the brunt of the defeat. 

“That next morning, De Sapio was nothing—and | mean noth- 
ing!” one first-hand observer recalls. ““The Hall was full of guys 
who were after his scalp.” 

And how Carmine De Sapio remained unscalped can well be the 
subject of amazement. Not only were Tammany tomahawks flying 
but the election was no more than over before he was called before 
a grand jury investigating charges that Tammany was linked to the 
underworld, A few months later Frank Costello was testifying that 
many Tammany district leaders were his friends. ‘The damning list 
included the name of Carmine De Sapio. He fought back, grimly 
maintaining that “no decision of mine has ever heen, or ever will 
be, influenced by the underworld.” 

The attack from without was matched from within. A pro- 
Impellitteri faction grew up inside Tammany and De Sapio’s mar- 
gin of control shrank to the point where only one or two votes 
kept him from being ousted. 

Somehow, he hung on until the early summer of 1953. Then he 
made a move that hindsight proves to be the spark that touched 
off his rocketing ascent in the last two years. He had 41,000 post- 
ecards sent to registered Democrats asking the single question, “Do 
you want Impellitteri as your candidate for mayor?” The result of | 
the straw vote was announced as four-to-one in the negative. De | 
Sapio then called for a united Democratic party, a plea well made i a 
view of Eisenhower's overwhelming New York State victory. 


Pulling the rug by postcard poll 


g pOLITICIANS rarely unite behind a candidate who looks like 
P: loser and De Sapio’s postcard poll had pulled the rug out 
from under Impellitteri. Robert F. Wagner Jr., son of the famous 
New Deal senator, was nominated for mayor. The first move in 
his behalf was made, significantly, by De Sapio’s close friend and 
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mentor, Ed Flynn of the Bronx. The leaders of the other three 
New York City boroughs were opposed. 

In a dramatically sudden turn of fate, Ed Flynn died in August. 
When November came around and Wagner was elected, Carmine 
De Sapio, as the only borough leader who had originally supported 
Wagner, became the almost automatic heir of Flynn’s mantle and 
power. [Three months later his standing was clinched when he was 
made Democratic national committeeman. It was a catapulting lift. 
Even in the palmy days of Al Smith, no Tammany man had ever 
risen to that lofty post in the national Democracy. 

More had been won than the mayoralty election. De Sapio had 
carried the fight against the Tammany leaders who had defected to 
Impellitteri right into their own districts and most of them were 
replaced on the executive committee by pro-De Sapio men. Less 
directly but with almost equal effectiveness, he moved beyond 
Manhattan and extended his sway over the leadership of the other 
boroughs that make up New York City. In the few short months 
before the gubernatorial race got underway, he maneuvered him- 
self into a position of enormous power, far greater than many sup- 
posedly close observers realized. 

The most eagerly eligible candidate for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation was Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. who staged a vigorous pre- 
convention campaign, particularly in upstate New York where sen-* 
timent against Tammany and metropolitan domination is always 
easy to arouse. But there was another candidate—Averell Harri- 
man—whose long record of widely respected service in Washing- 
ton and abroad fitted the De Sapio specification for a candidate. 
Furthermore, Harriman’s fulsome support in the Wagner victory 
that had elevated De Sapio to power represented a debt that no 
politician could be expected to ignore. 

De Sapio maintained a position of outward neutrality, charac- 
teristically withholding his decision until the last minute. Then he 
declared for Harriman and the nomination was in the bag. Roose- 
velt supporters claimed that they had been sold out for the money 
that the wealthy Harriman and his rich friends could pour into 
the campaign coffers. De Sapio explained that his only interest was 
siving the people what they wanted. The election returns made his 
position unassailable. Harriman won, and Roosevelt went down to 
defeat as a candidate for attorney general. 

Narrow as was the margin of Harriman’s victory—a plurality of 
only 11,125 votes in a total of more than five million—De Sapio 
was in power and, now that he is on top, even his “bitterest oppo- 
nents admit that he will be extremely difficult to dislodge. Selfish 
hopes are largely based on the belief that he is headed for the 
national scene, possibly as postmaster general, if and when a Dem- 
ocrat gets back in the White House. Such speculation is supported 
by the fact that Averell Harriman, even before he took office, ap- 
pointed De Sapio as his secretary of state, the same position that 
Ed Flynn held while functioning as political adviser to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the years that led to the presidency. (The secretary of 
state issues licenses, incorporation certificates, supervises elec- 
tions, etc. De Sapio’s duties as secretary are nominal and rarely 
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require his presence in Albany.) Ever since, Carmine De Sapio has 
been acting more and more like a campaign manager, the tempo of 
his spadework picking up noticeably of late. 

If Adlai E. Stevenson should decide not to run, Harriman will 
be a potent contender, all the more so with the cannily power- 
ful Tammany boss working behind the scenes. Even if Stevenson 
makes himself available and claims the pledged support of Harri- 
man, Carmine De Sapio will not be out in the cold. Two weeks ago, 


~ arriving home from his African tour, Stevenson was confronted ‘by 


a reporter's question about De Sapio’ s rise to power in the party. 
Stevenson lost no time in avowing, “If it were my ambition to 
seck the Democratic presidential nomination, I would welcome the 
support of Carmine De Sapio and Tammany Hall.” 

But what will happen to the new concept of Tammany if Car- 
mine De Sapio, giving more and more time and attention to na- 
tional politics, relaxes his highly personal leadership of the New 
York City organization? That question is being seriously asked by 
some of his most ardent supporters who, praising the good start 
that has been made, are concerned about its being carried on. 
There is ground for both the praise and the concern. 

The first year of Mayor Wagner's administration has earned 
widespread approval, well reflected in a New York Times editorial 
which led off, “During the 1953 campaign and after his election 
we expressed skepticism as to Robert F. Wagner's competence to 
be mayor of New York... . We take pleasure here and now in 
saying that we think he has done well in his first year, so well in 
fact that if the promising start continues, much of the lost public 
confidence in this city’s government will have been regained.” 

There is no discoverable evidence of the kind of heavy-handed 
pork-barreling that the skeptics anticipated. Obviously, men have 
been appointed to jobs for which their only qualification is politi- 
cal service, but there are many offsetting examples, particularly in 
key planning and administrative posts, where men have been ap- 
pointed or retained purely upon the basis of their ability. 

As a practical politician, De Sapio does not fight the patronage 
system. He knows that men will not sweat out the vears of grub- 
bing toil that a functioning political organization demands if there 
is: no more awaterial reward. in sight than a fulfilled sense of 
public service. The Tammany pay roll must be met with jobs and 
favors. There is no other way. But at the same time De Sapio gives 
substantial evidence of being a guardian against the garnering of 
illegitimate spoils, particularly anything that might crop up later to 
tarbrush Tammany with a racketeering or underworld association. 


‘The right to hold up my head’ 


ITHIN Tammany Hall itself the effect that De Sapio has had 
on the morale of the workers in his ranks ts nothing less than 
remarkable. One of my most impressive interviews was with a long- 
ti ime Tammanyite whose response to my first dozen questions was 
unrewardingly taciturn. Finally I asked, “What have you yourself 
cotten out of De Sapio’s regime?” He looked away and, seeing an 
emotional tremor run along his jaw, I thought he had been in- 
sulted by my lightly veiled suggestion that he had been the recipi- 
ent of a patronage pay-off, Suddenly he turned to me and said in 
an emotion-choked voice, “I'll tell you what Carmine has given me 
—the right to hold up my head and look any man in the eye when 
I tell him that ’'m a Tammany politician! If you'd lived through 
the last 25 years, you'd know what that means. And then, as an 
afterthought, came that persistent question, “But I wonder what 
will happen if he goes off and leaves us on our own again?” 
Today there is substantial wnity within, Tammany and a mini 
mum of factional bickering. a sharp contrast with big city organiza- 
tions all over the country where warring ward hoses create con- 
stant turmoil. De Sapio has circumvy ented that danger by taking 
his case directly to the public, the end point of his endless speech- 
making and personal appearances. In a comfortable majority of 
Manhattan election districts he has built up a personal following 
so great that he can virtually name his own district leaders. He 
has even been able to consolidate election districts and thereby 
eliminate some leader posts. There are accusations that this tricky 
maneuvering is no better than the tactics by which he himself was 
kept out of his seat at the Hall during his early career. Supporters 
justify some of the moves by explaining that it was the only way 
that Tammany could be cleaned up, that there was no other way 
that certain leaders with unsavory reputations could be unseated.

critics who say that the cleanup job is far from done, not only at 
the executive committee level but in the lower echelons where he 
too complacently tolerates questionable characters. 

The most easily substantiated criticism of the De Sapio regime, 
however, is that he is running a one-man show, that there is no 
organizational strength below ‘the top, no delegation of important 
power, and that not ‘only the motive force behind the organization 
but also the tight control against the recurrence of the practices 
that smeared Tammany in the past rests in Carmine De Sapio’s 
purely personal leadership. 

Confronted with the above estimate of Tammany’s structural 
weakness, Carmine De Sapio pointed out that he has had only a 
little more than a year to build his organization. It was not until 
after Wagner’s election that he had freedom of action. ““And then 
it was like taking over a business that had been bankrupt for 20 
years. Young men simply hadn't been coming into the organiza- 
tion. We didn’t have the kind of timber moving up the line. Now 
we re getting good young men again, but it takes time to give them 
the experience they have to have.” 

Will there be time enough under his leadership to get the new 
Tammany firmly fig egies will he be moving off to green. 
er fields? De Sapio shrugs. “‘I’d be perfectly happy to stay right 
here in New York and get the job done. Believe me, | don’t 
have any big personal ambitions. I’ve been around long enough to 
know how little it means to get the headlines. On the ‘ather Band 
—well, how can you plan in “politics? Something happens, some- 
thing changes—you have to take it the way it comes. 

The answer is thoroughly in character. Carmine De Sapio does 
not have the chess-player mind that looks ahead 20 moves to the’ 
end of the game. He is much more the poker player, drawing one 
card at a time, the play decided after he sees the draw. He is hold- 
ing two aces now—and there are more in the deck waiting to be 
drawn—but there are other cards too, low as well as high. Who 
knows how the game will go? 

For a moment Carmine De Sapio sits in thoughtful silence. Is 
he thinking about the dilemma he may face? If Here} is a beckon- 
ing call ae high places. does he dare answer it? If he relaxes 
tight control, isn’t there a serious danger that the new Tammany 
will drift back into its old ways? And “if that happens, won't the 
foundation of his power be gone? ." 

But maybe that is not what he’s thinking at all. It’s hard to 
know. It might be easier to guess if those dark glasses weren’t 
shielding his eyes. 

A harried sec retary slips into the room. There’s a very important 
long-distance call from W ashington. At least a dozen people out- 
side waiting to see him. And in 10 minutes he’s due at another big 
speechmaking luncheon. -

The quaintly old-fashioned spectacle of balloons gathered for a race 
filled the sports stadium in the Dutch town of °s-Hertogenbosch last 
month, There a few of Europe’s dwindling fraternity of balloonists en- 
tered a race that goes not to the swiftest but to the farthest. Of the 30 
gas-filled sporting balloons left in Europe, nine were on hand for the 
sixth Andries Blitz Cup race. 

At 5 a.m. the aeronauts began the tedious job of inflating the balloons
